Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademari^ Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In a telephonic conversation with Applicant's representatives, Jerry 
Heffner and Frances Putkey on April 4. 2006, the Bennett et al. reference, as applied in the 103(a) rejection of record, 
was discussed. Mr. Heffner argued that the Bennett reference is not a proper reference because under 35 U.S.C. 
103(c). the subject matter of the instant claims and the subject matter of Bennett et al. was owned by the same entity, 
and thus is not available for use as a 35 USC 102(e)-type reference. The Examiner has taken this arugement into 
consideration and agreed to consult with her supervisor as to whether or not Bennett et al. is a proper 103(a) 
reference. 

Also, it was discussed that the post-filing reference of Rudel et al. provides motivation to inhibit ACAT-2 over ACAT-1, 
since the inhibition of the latter is shown to have toxic effects. The Examiner considered this discussion, but informed 
Applicant's representatives that this discussion isn't persuasive because the reference is post-filing of the instant 
invention. Therefore, one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made would not have been privy to the 
teachings of Rudel et al. and would have been motivated to make inhibitors to either ACAT-2 or ACAT-1 since the 
sequences of both were known at the time of filing and it was known in the art at the time of filing to make inhibitors to 
ACAT. 

It was also discussed as to whether functional language, specifically inhibition percentages, would add novelty to the 
invention. The Examiner informed Applicant's representatives that functional language would not necessarily add 
novelty to the invention since any oligonucleotide meeting the functional limitation(s) of the claims would be applied as 
art, absent evidence to the contrary that the oligonucleotide does not meet the functional language of the claim. 

Finally, the written description rejection(s) of record were discussed and Applicant's representative agreed that upon 
filing a RCE, language from the specification would be incorporated into the claims. 
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
